The Project was conſidered of eſſential Utility, and 
ſpeedily put in Execution. It ſoon became diſtinguiſhed 
by the Interment of the moſt honorable Perſonages; 
and when this ſelect Collection of Epitaphs was tran- 
ſcribed, Killbampton Abbey was ſuppoſed to contain a 


more extenſive Range of ſplendid Monuments than that 
of Weſtminſter.
